Contemporary accounting is not well suited to meet the problems of 
inventory management, concludes John w. Coughlan, a Washington accountant, 
in a new research report issued by the National Association of Accountants. 

Dr. Coughlan is coordinator of the programs in accounting at The George 
Washington University and is a practicing certified public accountant. 

The new report investigates the area of operations research in inventory 
management, and concentrates on two problems: how much to order and when 
to order. 


Dr. Coughlan concludes that contemporary accounting does not provide 
the cost or probability data needed to make good inventory management de¬ 
cisions. 

The study relies in part on field interviews with 1*3 nationwide com¬ 
panies conducted by Dr. Coughlan and a group of graduate students at the 
Harvard Business School. The 115-page report, entitled Research Report 
Mo. 1*0: Techniques in Inventory Management , was published in March by the 
National Association of Accountants.

A new two-term summer program will be offered at The George Washington 
University beginning this year. University President Thomas H. Carroll an¬ 
nounced today. 

The new program will make it possible for a student to earn up to 1U 
semester hours of credit during the summer months, and will enable the 
University to utilize its classroom space the year-round. 

The first session will begin on June 15 and run through July 21, and 
the second session will start July 23 and run through August 28.

Institute for high school teachers and a special program in geography 
devoted entirely to Western Europe.

The coordinator of the workshops will be Robert Williams of the York- 
town High School and Lecturer in the University's School of Education.

Students in the Institute may earn six semester hours of graduate 
credit, applicable toward the Master of Arts degree in English or appro¬ 
priate graduate programs and degrees in education. 

The Institute will be of six weeks' duration, beginning July 13 and 
ending August 21. 

Highlighting the special geography program will be a five-week field 
trip through Western Europe during the second Summer Session. Among the 
countries to be visited are the United Kingdom, the Netherlands, Belgium, 
France, Italy, Switzerland and Test Germany. 

The trip leader will be Dr. Samuel Van Valkenburg, Director of the 
Graduate School of Geography at Clark University. 

Dr. Van Valkenburg is one of five internationally known authorities who 
will serve on the faculty of the Department of Geography and Regional Science 
at George "ashington during the summer. The others are Dr. Lewis M. Alex¬ 
ander, Professor of Geography and Chairman of the Department of Geography 
at the University of Rhode Island; Dr. Edward Allen, chief economist for 
the Central Intelligence Agency; Dr. Myron Koenig, Dean of the School of 
Foreign Affairs, Foreign Service Institute of the Department of State; and 
Jacques J. Reinstein, Professor of International Affairs at the School of 
Foreign Affairs, Foreign Service Institute of the Department of State.
